WASHINGTON (l)—Ambassador W. 
E. Dodd in Berlin today, was instruct-

over allegedly slurring anti-American 
articles appearing recently in the 
German press. 


The action came less than a week 
after the German government lodged 
an official protest against remarks | 
made by Mayor Fiorello La Guardia | 
of New York, who suggested that a | 
statue of Chancellor Adolph Hitler be 
placed in a “chamber of horrors” at 
the forthcoming world’s fair in New 
York.

Factory

Officials of the Reo Motor Car Com— 
pany closed the Reo plant at Lansing. 
today and refused to confer with the: 
United Automobile Workers union an@ 
in Chicago a series of new strikes 
Started today as settlement of several 
other labor disputes were effected. 

In the far west, sporadic outbreaks. 
of violence marked labor difficulties. 
at the California Packing Corporation 
plant at Alameda and 13 persons were 
injured and 10 were arrested after a 
riot. A crowd of 300 pickets fought 
with police trying to protect 20 car- 
loads of strikebreakers. This morn- 
ing a non-union worker’s home was 
stoned. 

Just before Governor Prank Murphy 
of Michigan reached Lansing after 
interrupting a Florida vacation to be 
on hand in connection with the strike 
at the Chrysler Corporation and Hud- 
son Motor Car Company plants, Reo 
Officials at the Michigan capital an- 
nounced they would not confer with 
the U.A.W.A. The company said the 
plant would remain closed until strik- 
ers make concessions in their demands 
and that the company, experiencing its 
first labor trouble in 33 years, would 
not grant the union sole collective 
bargaining rights. 

New sit-down strikes involving 2800 
men occurred in Chicago. 

At St. Louis, Chevrolet and Fisher 
Body plant workmen returned to work 
after a brief sit-down strike in pro-— 
test against solicitations by a newly 
formed union. 


The nation’s first underground sit- 
down strike at Chicago was settled an@ 
freight moved over the Chicago Tun- 
nel and Warehouse Terminal Compan 
ies’ system after the company agreed.

PARIS (iP—Only a few days after | 


the death of France’s fattest man, « 
successor was found to take his Jaur- 
els. He is Jean Bonna who is reputed 
to have weighed only 900 grams 
(1.98 Ibs.) at his birth and began to 
grow fat, like his predecssor, after 
the war. 


Bonna, who is one of Paris’ champion 
chefs, was a strange case at his birth 
in 1892. The doctors feared he would 
never live, and his first 28 days in this 
world were spent inside an incubator. 


From 1907 to 1914 Bonna lived and | 


traveled in French Indo-China and 
was known as one of the skinniest men 
in the French colony there. By the 
time the war came he was just about 
normal weight, 171, and about 5 feet 
10 inches tall. He was accepted as a 
pilot and received the War Cross and 
several citations for his bravery and 
skill in combat. 


“I was so thin,” he reminisces now, 
“that I just passed between the bui- 
lets.” 

“T’m still far from the world’s rec- 
ord,” he said sadly. ‘They tell me that 
there is an Indian Maharajah who 
weighs 704 pounds. But I won’t take 
long to catch up and take the record 
for France. I don’t think I'll try for 
the world’s record after all. I think 
Ill let the Maharajah take the prize 
for he can sit around all day with 
servants fanning him and carry him 
around. I’ve got to earn my living, and 
that means standing in a hot kitchen 
for eight hours a day. It would be un- 
fair to try and beat him with such 
odds.” 


And with that Bonna picked up a 
big salami that looked smaller than 
his writs, and began slicing away at 
it. Today he holds the prize for Paris 
with a gross tonnage of 437 pounds. 
His fellow chefs say that he is a real 
boss in the kitchens. “His decisions 
go,’ they said, “for he weighs them 
well!” 


Hiker First Victim

Marcel Leveque of Clery-sur-Somme 
near here, had gone for a walk.

It was one of the fam- 
ous 105 millimeter variety, the kind 
that Americans in the trenches learned 
to distinguish by its deep whine as it 
sailed through the air,

the huge sheel exploded.
